OBB~in weight by broken sacks is uoueid- 
red. All Backs should bo stenciled in 
arge letters with the name of tho fruit 
nd the quality of grade. Small letters 
nd llKurea are easily obliterated. Far- 
icular attention should be paid to muk- 
ng the grades run uniform. A carload 
][ dried peaches, apricots or almost uny 
ither fruit excepting prunes, will bring 
noro money if tho fruit in mixed to a 
ihoroughly uniform (trade than if it is 
picked over und eont in throuor four lotB 
ot different grades. This does not refer 
;o tho operations of growers or packers 
who handle largo quantities of fruit, and 
are in a position to make two or three 


nitoim grades which cau be put to- 
gether in Hoparate carload lots, but ap- 
plies to the smaller growers, whoeo total 
product will ruu a carload or less. Keep 
your fruit free from any artificial moiet- 
ure. It is not necessary to ovcrcure it, 
but lot it come on here in a condition,

locking the door about dark for fear o: 
robbers. About 8 o'clock tho evening o 
April 27th Lareen came to tho store after 
it was closed and went to the kitchen 
and enid he wanted to buy eome calico 


The Chinese opened the store and tbe 


Chinese cierk and an old Chinaman who 
were there went in. The clerk was behinc 
the counter showing the calico ta Lareen 
when tiro men, a large one and emair 
one, came riding down tho road, dis- 
mounted and came up to the door of the 
etore. 


The email man, Bnpposed to have boei 


Cliff Regau, had no mask on, except hie 
bat pulled down over hia oyea. The 
large man, supposed to have been George 
Green, had a handkerchief tied over his 
face, partly hiding hia features, but no 
entirely EO. 


The email man jumped into the store 


and [minted hie pistol at Mr. Larseu and 
the old Chinaman, who were now on the 
opposite side of tbe room. At the aame 
timo the Iftrite man, who was recopnizei 
as Greon, stepped back out of the store 
fired throui*h tho window at the Chinese 
clerk, and struck him in the arm. 


The Chinumau fell as though dead 


and tho large man then came into the 
store, examined Yu Kam, the clerk, who 
was lying on the floor behind the con a 
ter, feigning death. 


.Believing Yu Kara dead, HIB two rob 


bora tied Lareen and the uld Chinamar 
together, and Green then went behiiu 
the counter, dragpod the clerk out, who 
Still pretended to be dead, and then pro- 
ceeded to go through the money draper.
